And Religion 
Discussed 

Johnson Speaks 
To S.C.M. 
Conference 

Mr. E. M. Johnson, of the 
Presbyterian Church of Toronto, 
speaking at tlic S.C.M. Confer- 
ence, over the week-end, out 
lined the duties of a Christian 
in World Reconstruction. He 
wnrned against subversive pro 
paganda, and the danger of 
becoming pawns of society. He 
said that tlic church will have 
to reconstruct people's faith, and 
make tlie world into a Christian 
community of peoples. 

On Saturday evening vocational 
seminaries were held, in the form 
of group discussions. Among the 
leaders of the groups were Dr. F. 
McNaughton, of the Neurological 
Institute, Miss E. Lewis, of the 
Y.W.C.A., Miss J. McClellan. Mr. 
Frank Morcly and Mr. J. Hobart. 
The rest of the evening was spent 
in recreation. 

Dr. Frank Rothney, professor of 
history at Sir George Williams Col- 
lege spoke on Sunday morning, and 
led a discussion on Christian Re- 
construction in North and South 
America. He descVlbed the South 
American states, and their history. 
It was decided that a Pan-American 
economic policy in the post war 
world would be a good thing, un- 
less it alienated the Western Hem- 
isphere from the Eastern. 

After dinner Mr. E. M. Johnson 
spoke on Christian reconstruction, 
in the Far East. He traced the 
Western infiltration in, China and 
Japan, stressing the need for better 
knowledge of Eastern psychology, 
if the danger of Japan were to be 
definitely eliminated.

Ancients' Ideas 
On Post-war World 
To Be Discussed 



The contributions of the Platonic 
Era to the coming peace wiU be 
discussed from three angles tonight 
at a joint meeting of the Classical 
Historical and Philosophical Soci- 
eties. Starting at 8.15 p.m. In the 
Union Grillroom, one representative 
from each' of the three clubs will 
proceed to state from his particular 
viewpoint the lessons to be learned 
from the "golden age" of ancient 
philosophy, history and literature in 
the planning of the post-war world. 

From the Classical Club, Fred 
Winter, third year honors student 
in Latin and Greek, plans to take 
the subject from the standpoint of 
one interested in the culture of the 
age in which Plato lived. He will 
indicate the similarities apparent 
between the time of Plato and the 
present day, and how Invcstigatiùn 
of the' literature of the two facillt 
ates comparison and thus aids in 
solving problems much like those 
facing Jhe,,worldtod8y In terms of

This 
was the age when the Athenian 
Empire reached its peak of develop- 
ment, and then was wasted to de- 
cay by . the centrifugal forces which 
culminated In the Peloponneslan 
War. Whether imperialism and 
peace are Incompatible as demon- 
strated by Athens and Sparta and 
the struggle between them will be 
Ihe main question to be answered 

Hugh Smart, president of the 
Philosophical Society, will compare 
Plato's theoretical canons 'for a 
peaceful state with present eondi 
tions. 

The whole meeting it is stated is 
based on the premise that condi- 
tions in the Platonic Era, and the 
profound thinking they provoked 
among the ancients, may be shown 
to have some bearing on the près 
ent day situation. Refreshments 
will be served, twenty cents being 
charged to cover expenses.

Oil Utilities 

Plumbers Oppose 
Expropriation 
By Government 

The debate on tlic subject 
"Resolved that the Provincial 
Government expropriate Public 
Utilities" held by the tlngintcr- 
ing Debating Society on Friday 
afternoon was won by liic Op- 
position. Peter Obcrlaiuicr îind 
Arthur Siiama upheld the 
affirmative; George Galbrnith 
and Xathan Gans supported the 
negative. 

The first speaker for the negative 
was George Galbraith who stated 
that the management of public 
utilities would mean management 
by Civil Service, "which has always 
been corrupt. Inefficient and in- 
fluenced by politics." He continued 
that another form of government 
ownership is by crown company 
whose managers are nearly all "dot- 
lar-a-ycar men" borrowed from 
private business. As an example 
of efficient private management he 
gave was the Montreal Light Heat 
and Power. 

Nathan Gans continued the neg- 
ative argument saying that the pol- 
icy of the provincial government in 
Quebec Is not socialism and there- 
fore Its desire to expropriate Mont- 
real Light, Heat and Power Is not 
for public benefit but is to gain 
political popularity, being an at- 
tempt to counteract the policy ofi 
C.C.F. and the Bloc Populaire. ■ |

Harald Olsen, Blind Since Birth, 
To Make Piano Debut Thursday 



One day In early December, 
the Director of .the Red Cross 
Concert was approached with a 
request to audition a blind pi- 
anist with considerably well- 
trained ability and an enthusi- 
astic interest in all things 
musical. The pianist's name 
was Harald Olsen, it appeared; 
and it was his hopeful ambi- 
tion to gain an opportunity to 
appear before a large jgroup of 
fellow students, and thus to 
add valuable experience to his 
musical education. 

At noon a few days later, 
Harald Olsen a^ipeared in the 
Union reading-room, sat down 
at the battered piano and be- 
gan to : finger the keys. The 
small audience, consisting of the 
Director of the Concert, two 
friends, and a few disturbed 
readers, listened to. "Chopin", a 
short section from Schumann's 
''Carnaval", and asked for more. 
Harald went on to Chopin's 
Waltz in E flat, Grieg's lone- 
poem "To Spring", and a group 
of Brahms waltzes; the audience 
was visibly impressed, and the 
questioniof a group of selections 




for the Concert was immediate- 
ly considered. The Chopin 
Waltz and tJ*e Grieg "To Spring" 
seemed the most logical choices, 
and Harald Olsen's appearance 
in the Concert was settled. 

But Harald's own piano being 
in very bad condition, and his 
blind teacher's piano not always 
being available, practicing be- 
came difficult. Though he 
played extremely well, he was 
never ' satisfied with his own 
progress In the weeks that fol- 
lowed; but he steadily Improved 
his technique and expression, - 
and when he played before the 
entire* cast at the first general 
rehearsal, the impression he 
made was sure and convincing. 
The Red Cross Concert will be 
his first appearance before a 
large audience; and out of his 
nervous, excited search for a 
polish to his technique and an ' 
added comprehension of his 
music and his instrument, there 
should .irise a notable achieve- 
ment in piano accomplishment. 
The Red Crofs Concert is sure 
that there wIU.

Boyer Talks on 
Race Relations 

States Democracy 
Is Essential to 
Good Understanding 

On Saturday evening. Dr. Ray- 
mond Boyer of the Department of 
Chemistry, speaking in the Music 
Room of the Union, addressed a 
group of West Indian .students and 
others on the subject of Better Race 
Relations.: 

Dr. Boyer stated that better race 
relations were to be achieved only 
by democracy In the true sense of 
the word. This could only bo at- 
tained by adult understanding of 
every one and by active participa- 
tions in public affairs. Ho declared 
that scientifically speaking there 
were no pure races.' Race prejudice 
was not an inherent but acquired 
charaeterbtic developed mainly for 
economic ' purposes. It was used 
either to exploit a. section of the 
-population or to provide a scape 
goat for political parties. 

Dr. Boyer emphasized that in 
working for better race relations, 
the effort was required of both 
aides.

Pamphlets Desoibing Work

A five-day clothing drive for the "Canadian Aid to Rus.?ia'< 
society will begin today in all faculties. Tlic campaign is being 
sponsored by Uic Students' Executive War Council, working in 
cooperation with the Clothing Division of the Russian . relief 
organization. Receptacles and posters will be placed in the main 
campiis buildings. 

^ Pamphlets will be available at 
the receptacles e.vplaining the 
need of the clothing, and the 
use to which it will be put by 
the Ruï.«ian soldiers and civil- 
ians. Cards will also bo avail- 
able by which contributors can 
earmark their bundles for stud- 
ents, workers, or fighting men in 
the U.S.S.R. forces. Since the 
address of the sender is to .))e 
included on the card, there is a 
possibility of a reply from the 
recipient. 

There is to be no intcrfaculty 
competition in the amounts which 
are to be collected, for according to 
a member of the executive, "Aid to 
Russia may have a direct effect on 
the length of the present struggle, 
and we feel that the students will 
respond with cnthusl^m without 
the stimulus of inlerfaculty compe- 
tition." 

All types of clothing will be ac- 
ceptable, and its condition is un- 
important, since much of it will be 
remodelled before being distributed 
to the Russian people. The shortaga 
was occasioned by the application 
of the textile industry to the war 
effort, and the value of the used 
clothes lies in the material rather 
than In the shape. 

Tom Hutchinson, chairman of the 
drive, emphasized that "Nothing is 
too old or too worn out to be of 
use. Worn clothes may be cut down 
to fit the children, or made into 
vests for the fighting men. Any 
article of wearing apparel In any 
condition, will be acceptable." 

The committee In charge of the 
campaign Is composed of Tom 
Hutchinson, chairman and Engin- 
eering representative; Dan Lortle, 
Arts and Science representative; 
Elizabeth Howe, R.V.C. representa- 
tive; Rex Ford, fraternity represen- 
tative; Don Weir, Medical represen- 
Utive.

An Opportunity for McGill 

Five days from today, tiic true diarac- 
ter of tlie student body .will liave been 
measured by a just, but uncompromising, 
yardstick and tîie results of this 8ur\'ey 
will be made known to all A shroud of 
isolationism, personal Eelfishness and lack 
of initiative will bo shamefully revealed or 
an astute awareness of the conditions pre- 
vailing elsewhere, a willingness to help 
fellowbeings in the fight for survival and 
the personal energy to transform this 
sentiment !into material aid will shine 
forth as true and unhindered as the colors 
now flying so proudly over our campus. 

The current Aid to Russia campaign 
will naturally appeal to that small propor- 
tion of students who never fail to lend 
their whole-hearted support to such hu- 
mane activities and, to that extent, its suc- 
cess is assured.' The result of suck a re- 
sponse, however, could be multiplied many 
times over by the campus-wide realization 
of the urgency of this appeal. Accounts of 
the dosing of Prague University which was 

•founded in the fourteenth century, the 
shooting, torturing and labor-imprison- 
ment of both professors and students, the 
nauseating horror of ghettos and concen- 
tration camps throughout occupied Europe 
are all common knowledge by now, and 
yet they never fail to infuriate. By send- 
ing clothing to the Russians, we are en- 
abling students to complete their courses 
and increase their usefulness in the fight 
against Nazi domination; we are keeping 
war-workers out of the hospitals and at 
their jobs; we are saving the lives of help- 
less children who are wide-eyed at the 
: Hell that has broken about them. The 
realization that so much can be accom- 
plished at so little sacrifice is surely 
enough to warrant a unanimous response 
from university students. 

The Canadian Aid to Russia Fund ex- 
tended an imploring invitation to the stu- 
dents of McGill University to join them in 
this campaign for clothing for destitute 
Russian civilians most of whom are either 
war-workers or studenta; many of them 
are both. This invitation was readily ac- 
cepted by the McGill War Council and a 
committee was appointed immediately to 
organize and execute the drive. The "Can- 
adian Fund" have supplied all the neces- 
3^; saty posters and pamphlets and are pro- 
l':, viding the trucks required for the picking 
' up and shipping of the bundles to tlieir 
immediate destination— Russia. 

the possibility of the failure of this

THE BAT TAKES OVER 



By C. V. W. 
Handel's Messiah Is probably one of the 
best-known musical works In the English- 
speaking world. Whenever a performance Is^ 
given anywhere, It draws larger audiences than 
any other concert; so It was Isst Thursday 
night, when the Montreal public lllled the 
Church of Notre Dame to hear 'Sir Thomas 
Beecham conduct the Montreal Elgar Choir, 
the Montreal Festivals orchestra, and a group 
of excellent soloists, In the Messiah. 

The tenor solo, sung by 'John Dudley, opens 
the work, with the well-known rcciUUve, 
" 'Comfort ye, comfort ye, my people', saith 
your God", after the short Overture. From the 
first note Mr. Dudley sang he showed his great 
understanding of choral music; ; thft orchestra 
accompanied Mr. Dudley's alngliig with great 
beauty, as he continued into the delightful air 
"Every valley shall be exalted." 

The Choir, though a little weak In male 
\"olces, was very well trained, and a lot of 
credit for the evening's excellent music is due 
to Mr. Berkley Chadwick, its director, for his 
hard work with so large a choir. The chorus 
"For ijnto us a child is bom" was ample proof 
of his ability. . 

After the delightful pastoral qrmphony, 
Stella Andreva, the solo soprano, sang the re 
citative, 'There were shepherds abiding in tho 
fields", which brought out to great advantage 
her dear, cultured voice. 

The second part of the work, (which is 
divided into three parts) was concluded by the 
basso air "Why do the nations so furiously 
rage together", the second half of which is then 
picked up by the choir, going straight on to 
the chorus "He that dwelieth in Heaven"; both 
of which were extremely well sung, the lack of 
balance of the choir (which was more evident 
at the beginning) vanishing completely. 

Then followed what to this reviewer was 
the most beautiful part of the whole work, the 
soprano air, "I know that my rcWeemer llveth" 
which Miss Andreva sang with such grace and 
clarity, that for a moment one seemed tranS' 
planted into an eighteenth-century church 
listening perhaps to Handel's own rendition of 
this most profound expression of true Christian 
faith. 

The Messiah concluded with the Hallelujah 
chorus, sung perhaps a little too fast, but 
nevertheless lending a fitting climax to fine 
performance of so great si work. 

Once again Sir Thomas Beecham has shown 
Montreal audiences his great mastery of choral 
music, exhibited many times before In his ren- 
dition of .Bach's B minor Mass, Elgar's Dream 
of Gerontius, and Brahma' Reqtilem. 





AT THE PALACE 

"Old Acquaintance." a production based on 
the play by John Van Druten, will not help 
man to understand the enigma that is woman 
but will arouse a good many chuckles. It is 
primarily a comedy about the lives of two 
women of diametrlcaly opposite natures who 
have much in common. They grow up together, 
both write, love the same man and lose him. 
Nevertheless, it is confusing to the audience 
(as well to tho husband) why they have re- 
mained best friends. 

Bette Davis turns in her usual superb per- 
formance as Kit Marlowe, a first rate creative 
writer and a thoroughly likeable person with 
a high code of loyalty and honour. Miriam 
Hopkins is well cast in the character of the 
temperamental, affected Millie Drake, who 
makes money turning out trash. Her life seems 
as ideal as her bookSi a happy home with a 
husband and a baby, until her husband, un- 
able to stand being burled In his special niche 
in hf>r life, and realizing his great love for 
her best friend, walks out on her. 

Miss Davis has plenty of opportunities to 
be noble and self-sacrificing, while Miss Hop- 
kins is exasperathig as she exhibits her self- 
ishness and throws temper tahtrunis. Finally, 
when you think that you can't stand it an- 
other minute, comes that heavenly moment In 
which she Is heartily shaken by her best friend. 

There is a rather interesting program of 
shorts, if a little long. Among them are In- 
cluded a cartoon, scenes from silent flickers, 
and a shooting exhibition by Howard HUl.

On "Thursday and Friday last Montreal 
theatre enthusiasts ■were given their first op- 
portunity to see and hear the celebrated Gen- 
eral Platoff Don Cossack Chorus which ap- 
peared at the Saint Denis Theatre under the 
auspices of France-Film. The group consisted 
of twenty-seven picturesque horsemen of the 
Steppes under the direction of Nicholas Kos- 
trukoff, founder and conductor, and sang with- 
out accompaniment. 

The opening program was divided into three 
parts consisting of liturgical compositions, folk 
and war songs, the most impressive of the 
first part being a popular song entitled. The 
Snotv Has Blown Over Russia, which was sung 
by the tenor soloist, V. Mammonoff and ac- 
companied by the magnificent chorus. The re- 
mainder of the first part gave lltUe opportunity 
for outstanding singing tcchni<ïue.' 

The second part was more promising and 
included Knipper's Song Of^The Plains, which 
was exceptionally well done. Also outstanding 
was a satirical air. Song Of The Flea, by the 
great Russian composer, Moussorgsky. It was 
an amusing song and the masterful touch of the 
baritone soloist, N. Khadarik, added to the 
hilarity. " 

A Caucasian Cossack dance, Leschinka. 
featured the Russian dancer S. Tavasieff who 
performed with no less than twelve knives. It 
was well done but fell somewhat short of its 
advance publicity. 

The third and final part consisted i of a var- 
iety of themes. Their rendition of Dark Eyes 
displayed brilliant singing technique, and the 
tenor soloist did a fine job. A Russian patriotic 
song recalling the battle fought against Napol- 
eon in 1812 expressed the courageous spirit of 
the Russian soldier in support of his beloved 
country, ° This was done well, an outstanding 
feature being the volume control. , 

The final selection was a dance entitled 
Kozatchok, which was hailed with great ap' 
plause. It was tho traditional dance of the Don 
Cossacks and was expressive of the gay active 
life of these soldiers. To conclude the program 
the chorus sang "O Canada" in French and 
"(Sod Save the King." 

In general, thé chorus was good and the 
soloists excellent yet one felt that more might 
be expected of the group' In the way of polish 
and expression. . 

THE LITTLE SYMPHOlhf 
OF MONTREAL. 

Bernard Naylor, founder and permanent 
conductor of , the UtUe Symphony, will conduct 
the orchestra in its lifth, concert of the current 
series, at 8.30 tomorrow evening at l'Ermitage, 
The program will open with the orchestral 
suite "Masque et Bergamasques" by Gabriel 
Faure, a work composed as recently as 1B20, 
Faure being 75 at the time. The suite is in four 
movements, titled Ouverture, Minuet, Gavotte, 
and Pastorale. This will be followed by the 
I'Pavane pour une enfante défunte," by Faure's 
compatriot Maurice Ravel; the well-known 
"Pavane," adapted a few years ago Into 
popular song under the title of "The hunp Is 
Low," was \vritten originally in 1899 as a piano 
solo and was subsequently orchestrated. 

Two symphonies will also be Included in 
tho evening's music: I^okofiefTs "Classical" 
and Beethoven's First. The former is a modem 
composition in intentional Imitation of the 
classical tradition; the latter is one of the very 
early works of the acknowledged master of the 
symphony, and its playing marks a notable 
occasion in that a major symphonic work by 
Beethoven has never before appeared on a 
Little Symphony program.

Toronto C.O.T.C. 'Ruling 
Affects Only Few 

Toronto, Jan. 24— (C.U.P.)— Few 
C.O.T.C cadeia have appled to Con 
tingent Headquartéfp for permis 
slon to train one hour per week un 
der the new regulation issued last 
month by the Board of Governors 
of the University. This regulation 
which applies to Third and Fourth 
Year men in the Science courses 
who have completed two years of 
C.O.T.C. training and have attend 
ed two summer camps, reduces the 
training of those qualified to one 
hour per week during the spring 
term. 

The number of men who have ap 
plied and the number eligible ore 
not available since the status of 
Science students may be changed 
by the personnel board that is to 
visit the University next month 
This board, composed of represent- 
atives of the Navy, Army, Air 
Force, and the Wartime Bureau of 
Techniul 'Personnel, will Interview 
all Science'itudents. Specially suit- 
ed men may be selected to attend a 
summerlong course at a Corps 
Training Centre. Some of the stu 
dents who have applied for reduC' 
tlon in training time, have decided 
not to take advantage of the regu 
latlon because they assume this will 
lessen their chances ot being ac 
cepted for a summer course. 

Since most Science men obtaio 
leave from summer camp to work 
in essential Industry, there are few 
men In the University to whom 
this regulation applies. A large 
number o1 Third and Fourth Year 
men have transferred to the U.N. 
T.D. and U.A.T.C., and the régula 
tlon does not apply to those branch 
es of the service. 

Because the situation is still in- 
definite, few men have applied for 
reduction In trainUig time, and the 
special one-hour-per-week classes 
have not yet been oilganized. Fhial 
arrangements will depend upon the 
results of the Interviews with the 
personnel board.

pletion, and much of the money 
miut still be raised. Other Items on 
the building program Include the 
construction of an extension to Ban 
Righ Hall, and an administration 
building to house the central offices 
of the University. 

That the 'Union project stands 
first on the University's post-war 
building program was Indicated on 
Saturday afternoon by Principal 
Robert C. Wallace at a special 
meeting held in the Douglas Lib' 
lary. The meeting was called by 
Dr. Wallace to survey the genera] 
situation and to get expressions 
from those concerned on various 
questions connected with the prO' 
posaL Among those in attendance 
were Viee-Prtodpal W. E. McNeill, 



However, the general feeling was 
that both men and women would 
prefer to have their regular meals 
separately and not in a conunon 
hall. There was unanimous con- 
cern about the provision of a ban- 
quet hall for mixed groups, and of 
adequate facilities for the various 
campus organizations. C.O.T.C. 
headquarters would also probably 
be boused there. 

Site Undecided 
No agreement was finally reached 
as to the most propitious site for 
this new addition to the University.
